Just received a telephone from my office in Waterbury saying you had intent to forward 
the 10 or 1200 lbs. nickel blanks we have on hand. We will I think commence shipment on 
Monday. 

Glad to hear you are safely back from the deal of war, I noticed the 2d Regt. was in hand 
when the call came. 

A word or two about nickel coin blanks. I will as you know take but a little time for you 
to send out the 10000 or 12000 lbs. Had we better have accident fatally coming along so as to 
prevent any break in the deliveries? Or will you send us requisition in a certain amt., we will 
send weekly, the copper masked is decidedly higher & action, good judges predict a quarter 
advance. 

I leave for New Marlborough Mass., ab. 3:30 P.M. Ed & Hattie & us G. - are there with 
my team, we will drive each to Waterbury Tuesday night, will be at my office Wednesday P.M. 
Please send me abt. the blanks personally if you think about it.
